By some path, in some direction we all 
seek or wait for happiness : varying in our 
estimate of, in what happiness consists, 
according to our orgauism. The sensual- 
ist finding his in the predominant exercise 
of the faculties that are in the lower por- 
tion of the brain, the use of which is legit- 
imate, aud briugs happiness when confined 
to their proper limits and nsed harmoni- 
ously in the circle of experiences that form 
the perfect whole, 

When tlie iutelleet leads, it finds its 
gratification chiefly iu the associations 
that best agree with that. development. 
The same rule applyiug to the ; predomi- 
nance of coustructive, imaginative, moral, 
or spiritual conditions. 

That man was created iu the likeness of 
God, being proved by the Science of Phre- 
nology : we find that in his animal or cre- 
ative and sustaining powers, bis con- 
structive, reasoniug, imagiuative, moral, 
„ud spiritual forces, there is a proper aud 
au improper action to ull the faculties, 

If deticieut or excessive, causing iuhar- 
mony; the proper coustituting right or 
harmony; the improper, wrong or inhar- 
mony.
